While the 
Photography is of an extraordinarily high quality, and the Plate work performed with equal care, we would 
suggest that lots be examined wherever reproduction and description differ. 


Almost all of the illustrations portraying the Ancient coins in this catalog were made with the 
use of Plaster casts. Unfortunately, at the last minute, we discovered that a large number of the 
casts were defective. While many of them have been hurriedly replaced with Photographic repro- 
ductions, others appear poorly upon the plates. Therefore, we beseech those interested to bear in 
mind that many of the Ancients are not accurately illustrated, and to place full reliance upon the 
descriptions. 


It was our wish, from the beginning, to offer an auction sale with a large number of popularly priced 
and interesting items. Even at the risk of a slightly unbalanced sale, we have attempted to offer material in 
the greatest possible demand. While trying to make our presentation as interesting as possible, we have 
also tried to make this catalog informative and authoritative. 


We would like to thank William C. Clark and Richard Kenney, both of the American Numismatic 
Society, for their valuable cooperation and gracious assistance. Walter Breen has also been of considerable 
help, and his contributions will undoubtedly add to the accuracy of the contents. This paragraph would not 
be complete without a reference to the interest and advice displayed by the officers of the A.N.A. President 
Joseph Moss and Advertising Manager Burton H. Saxton, of the "Numismatist," have been most helpful.

It is not generally known that Homer Downing was seriously interested in Jersey Cents. However, he accumulated a large number, 
including several scarce and rare pieces. On all of the following, the attributions are marked on the envelopes, and are guaranteed to be 
correct, weights in grains and diameters in millimeters are also marked, evidently for some research project never completed by 
Mr. Downing. 
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1786. Maris 17-b. Straight Plow beam. Rev. Sprig of leaves under shield; legend punctuated with five pointed 
stars.

One of Mr. Lathrop's earliest numismatic interests was the acquisition and study of a most impressive series, our Silver dollars. At 
the expense of considerable time and effort, he managed to form a representative collection, containing a large number of highly 
desirable and carefully selected coins. All of the earlier pieces, 1795 to 1803, are expertly attributed to M. H. Bolender's standard work 
on the subject. We would like to call attention to several rarities, and also, many commoner pieces which are in a splendid state of 
preservation. This series is currently very popular, but all indications are that both interest and demand will increase sharply within 
the next few years. Choice material has already become scarce and many dealers have practically nothing to offer in the way of stock. 
We have taken our usual pains to grade accurately, but in many cases we would suggest actual physical examination of the lots. 
1225 1795. B-1. Bust with flowing hair to r., resembling the head of 1794. Wide date spaced 1 795. Rev. Two leaves 

under each wing of the eagle. The 7 in the date seems to be recut, or engraved over another cipher, a 
characteristic which apparently has gone unnoticed. Almost Uncirculated; bold and sharp, with considerable 
original lustre. Only the highest portions of the reverse show signs of rubbing. Somewhat superior to the 
Stickney, Schwab, Bolender specimen. A splendidly struck and centered coin, one of the finest known 
examples. Well worth $150.00. Plate. 

1226 1795. B-2. Flowing hair. Similar to the preceding, but with 95 in date closer together than the other figures.

The reverse 
shows slight die cracks that are not mentioned by Bolender. Strictly Very Fine with traces of mint lustre. 
hse are one or two microscopic edge defects. Rarer than the last, due no doubt to the aforementioned die 
cracks. 

1796. B-1. Draped bust, as on all following. Small, wide date, the 9 and 6 closer than the other figures. Rev. 
Small letters. Fine to Very Fine. A nice clean, attractive and desirable coin. The Bolender example was Very 
Fine and realized $60.00. 

1796. B-4. Small, wide date, similar to the last. Die dot above 1 of date. Curl on top of head perfect. Rev. 
Large letters. Very Fine. A lightly toned and lustrous coin with a minute rim bruise or so, opposite C in 
AMERICA, upon the reverse.

1796. B-4b. Identical obverse to the last, but curl on top of head incomplete or defective, as on B-3. Rev. 
Large letters. This coin is actually, in our opinion, a specimen of the famous Bolender B-4a. However, the 
piece is accompanied by a letter from Mr. Bolender to Mr. Lathrop which calls the dollar a new sub-variety, 
B-4b. Very Fine. There are faint file marks on the obverse, mostly discernible on the center of the bust. Also, 
we note a pin point gouge in the left obverse field. Bolender calls B-4a unique, but it is actually only rare. 
There are a great many dollars which do not correspond to either B-4 or B-4a, if bifurcation is to be a 
criterion.

Abt. Extremely Fine. A boldly struck and nicely toned piece, worthy of a home in the finest collection. 

We might add here that we have never seen a specimen of the dollar described by Mr. Bolender under B-18a. The descrip- 

tion of lot #158 in Bolender's 183rd sale (B-18a), neglects to mention the fine reverse die crack across shield and to right, a 

hallmark of the variety. There is a distinct possibility that B-18a, if it actually exists, may be an entirely new and totally 

different variety. 

1800. B-19. Right stars close to Y and bust. Rev. AMERICAI. Not quite Fine. The edges are lightly bruised 
upon both sides, a common characteristic of these large, heavy coins.

The Rare Original 1851 Silver Dollar 


1303 1851. Variety with date high, nearly touching the bust, and slanting down to the right. Upright 5. 


Haseltine Addenda No. 2. The date on this coin is similar to that found on the 1850. An 
Original. Proof. Sharply struck with an almost complete wire edge. This piece is not fully 
brilliant and shows the slightest signs of mishandling. There are two or three minor obverse rim 
defects and a few microscopic abrasion marks in the right obverse field. It is far superior to the 
damaged Proof in the collection of the A.N.S., formerly from the J. P. Morgan collection. To our 
knowledge, in addition to the impaired Morgan specimen, only one other example in Proof is 
known. This coin is now listed and illustrated in the Standard Catalog and is tentatively valued 
at $750.00. Excessively rare. Plate. 

In 1851-52, the director of the Philadelphia mint, J. R. Snowden, repeatedly complained of the exportation of Silver 


dollars as bullion (melted up), and it appears that the issues of these two years were deliberately limited for that 
reason. Only 1,300 Silver dollars were struck in 1851, the entire issue being in Uncirculated condition for regular busi- 
ness use. These were coined from the above described obverse die, together with a very few Proofs for the regular 
Proof sets of that year. Records in the National Archives indicate that almost the entire coinage was absorbed, soon after 
its release, for the bullion premium. This was the direct cause that led to the reduction in weight of the Halves, Quar- 
ters ond smaller silver, two years later. It is impossible to give any estimate of the number of 1851 dollars melted up, 
but from the volume of official complaints, it must have been a considerable fraction. In 1853, no Silver dollars were 


coined unti! after the law of March, 1853 took effect. The first delivery of 39,000 was on April 21st; the second of 
7,110 oa December 29th. 


Early catalogers and dealers always referred to the “High date” variety of the 1851 dollar as an original. This prac- 
tice died out after our hobby grew and the word "Restrike" tended to limit the sales appeal of any 1851 dollar so 
described. In a careful examination of over one hundred Plate catalogs and/or 1851 Silver dollars, we were able to 
locate six or seven originals. Almost all of these were in Uncirculated condition. In comparison, we found approximately 
ninety odd listings for the restrike or “Centered date” variety, all of which were in Proof or “Impaired Proof” condition. 
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1853. Extremely Fine. Beautiful blue and iridescent toning. Almost perfect. This date is very scarce and similar 
specimens have sold for over $20.00.

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THE HOMER K. DOWNING COLLECTION OF UNITED STATES LARGE CENTS 


It is with considerable pride and enthusiasm that we present the collection of U.S. Large Cents, formed by the 
late Homer K. Downing of New York City. This collection is celebrated, not only for the high caliber of its contents, 
but for the character and attributes of the famous numismatist who assembled it. , 

Homer Downing was not only a collector—he was a specialist, an expert in his field. At his death, he was known 
from coast to coast as one of the foremost authorities on "Big Pennies.” Several others command, and have com- 
manded, a comparable knowledge of die varieties, sale records, color variations, and the innumerable other characteris- 
tics of early coppers. However, few have ever acquired the intimate and highly accurate sense of pedigree that was 
his. The history of past owners, of auctions and sales, of trades, swaps and deals, with the resulting "feel" for demand 
and rarity, is indeed a fascinating and valuable asset. A few years ago, H.K.D. began the compilation of Photographic 
record books, in which it was his intention to paste the photograph, and trace the background, of the finest known 
examples of every Sheldon die variety, 1793 to 1814. This work was in its infancy, when he died. Comparatively few 
cents in this collection were fully pedigreed, but we have included all of the available data with the description of 
each lot. In a few instances, where time permitted, we have added additional information. We are happy to report 
that the records so ably conceived and begun by Homer Downing, will be added to, and in time completed. Eventually, 
it is hoped that this valuable material will be fully available to the collecting fraternity. 

The collection lacks only eight varieties of the 301 collectible pieces known, as described in Dr. Sheldon’s masterful 
work. It includes the only complete set of 1795 cents ever offered, featuring the famous and unique "Lettered Edge 
Jefferson Cent.” The varieties of 1794 and 1796 are also of extreme interest, containing as they do, many well known 
and valuable coins. We may also point to the Perfect date 1799, the third finest known; the remarkable array of 
early year die varieties, 1797-1803; as well as the small, but unusual offering of late date cents, including several 
almost unobtainable Proofs. 

While the collection contains numerous "Finest knowns," it also possesses a number of pieces that were to be 
replaced. It must be remembered that Mr. Downing acquired his collection in a comparatively short period of time. 
He became actively interested in Large Cents in 1941, and it was not until the following year that his interest became 
intensified. Even though interrupted by death, this representation compares favorably with offerings that took con- 
siderably longer to form. 

We have described each lot with unusual care. Almost all of the condition ratings are Mr. Downing's, and may be 
considered conservative. We truly feel that collectors can bid with full confidence, based upon the descriptions, but 
wherever possible, we suggest that the lots be examined. The quality of many specimens is almost impossible to de- 
ae or even illustrate. Each lot is accompanied by the small, neatly lettered tray, that is the hallmark of the 
collection. 

Homer Downing derived great pleasure and happiness from the acquisition, саге and ownership of his “Pennies.” 
We feel that it would be his wish to have his many friends, and those that follow in his footsteps, experience the same 
thrills and pride of possession that were his. The catalogers can only add that top quality cents are almost impossible 
to obtain, and the sparseness of dealer’s stocks, including our own, strongly testifies to the value of this splendid oppor- 
tunity. It is our sincere wish that every collector can obtain at least one coin from this famous and popular collection. 
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1615 Crosby 1-A. (Sheldon 1) R-4. The famous Chain AMERI. The rare sub-variety with the reverse die cracked 
through the top of TATE in STATES. Obverse VF-30; Reverse EF-40. Light brown and steel. The surface is 
glossy and iridescent, as one would expect on a Mint State specimen. We note two or three insignificant 
defects, but this piece is equal to the example in the Mint collection, which was purchased as Uncirculated 
in 1882 (A. M. Smith coll.). A choice example and in great demand. Plate. ($275.00) 

1616 Crosby 1-C. (S-2) R-4. Chain, AMERICA. Obverse EF-40; Reverse, about AU-50. Lustrous dark brown. The 
obverse shows traces of chain "suction marks," and there are a very few microscopic defects, mainly on 
the reverse. With a condition census of 60-45, this is one of the six or seven finest known examples. A 
splendid coin, somewhat rarer than the last. Plate. ($300.00) 

1617 Crosby 3-С. (5-3) R-3. Chain, AMERICA. This coin is strictly EF-40, and is one of the sharpest impressions 
that we have seen. The surface is a pleasing even brown, and has an almost perfect gloss that should 
satisfy the most fastidious collector. There are a number of minor handling defects, and we particularly note 
a slight nick on the lower part of Liberty's cheek. This cent was, at one time, described as AU-50 by a 
prominent authority. It resembles the famous Zabriskie, Brand, Hines specimen which was "nearly MS-60," 
and sold for $325.00 in 1945. A highly desirable piece, formerly from the Hines coll. Plate. ($235.00)

There are one or two infinitesimal edge 
nicks and an almost invisible scratch at the date. Not quite as scarce as the last. ($150.00) 

1621 Crosby 8-F. (S-7) R-7. Wreath type; the Faint Curl. VG-8. Obverse VG-10, but on a rough and defective 
planchet. Reverse F-12, but with two or three unimportant edge bruises. Even brown color. One of the 
highlights of this collection, this 8-F is the fifth best of the nine specimens now known, and is (as Dr. 
Sheldon said) “One of the numismatic prizes." Sheldon mentions a record of $90.00 (1938) for this 
piece, but gives no pedigree. М came from the Granberg and Woodin collections, being lot #69 in the 
"Collection of a Prominent American" (1915) and later was owned by C. Petersen, from whom Mr. Down- 
ing obtained it.

This variety has a condition census of 50-6, broken down as 
follows: The Fewsmith, Klein, Crosby, French, Clapp, A.N.S. AU-50 specimen; the second finest is Sheldon's, 
VG-10; the remainder in Good or worse. This piece is probably the third or fourth finest known and was lot 
#15 in the celebrated Newcomb sale, 1945, where it was described as V. Good. V. Rare. ($100.00) 
Crosby 12-L. (S-13) R-4. Liberty Cap; Similar to the last, the leaf under ME parallel. G-5. Strictly Good. 
Everything, and in particular the date, stands out in bold relief. The surface is slightly rough and we note 
a minute edge nick upon the bottom of the reverse. A clear, readable example of a variety in great demand 
as a “Туре.” Rare. ($50.00) 
Crosby 13-L. (S-14) R-5. Liberty Cap; The Bisecting Crack. G-5. A well centered and evenly worn coin with 
a slight scratch over IB of LIBERTY upon the obverse. An acceptable specimen of a very popular cent. Mr. 
Downing graded this piece as G-6. He valued it at— ($75.00) 
Crosby 14-L. (5-16) R-7. The second rarest Liberty Cap; The Dotted 1. G-6. This coin has strong claims to 
V. Good and noses out the Dr. French example as fourth best of the eight now accounted for. There are two 
planchet defects upon the obverse, one at the edge and one in the right field which resembles a crack. Neither 
interferes with the design. This is not one of the seven specimens mentioned by Sheldon, but is one of the 
"two more known to rumor” that he speaks of. An excellent example of a real rarity. ($150.00) 
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The cents of this year were probably Homer Downing's favorites. He began to acquire and earnestly study them, and to 
"hunt ‘ет down," comparatively late in his collecting career. Only a few weeks prior to his passing, he carefully inked in the 
H and D of HUNDRED upon the edges of his cherished 1794s. This was to "identify them," as he put it, and was similar to 
the earlier ideas of Hays, Hall and others. The catalogers sincerely regret that their good friend did not live to see the splen- 

did pieces from the Hall, Wurtzbach, Brand collections, which came to light about a year ago. 

Hays 1. (5-20) R-5. Maris's "The Exact Head of 1793." Strictly VF-30. This is the third finest example ex- 
tant, according to Dr. Sheldon. It has a light, lustrous, olive brown surface and is well struck and centered, 
except for weak obverse milling. There are a number of minor defects, including a few faint edge bruises 
upon the obverse and a microscopic nick at the bottom of the bust. This cent is definitely superior to the 
Hall, Hays, Brand piece which we sold in our 34th sale. It first appeared in the Gilbert sale, 1910, as lot

for the ridiculously low figure of $35.00 in the Newcomb sale, 1945, lot #18. The obverse is illustrated in 
the Gilbert-Elder revision of Hays, 1910. A splendid coin to own. Plate. ($175.00) 

Hays 2. (S-19a) R-6. The Double Chin; Edge device of 93. G-4. This coin would possibly be V. Good or 
better, if it were not for a rough surface, especially upon the obverse. This is one of "seven or eight" that 
Dr. Sheldon mentioned under his No. 19a, all but two of which are in worn condition. Ex Hines coll. An 
uncommonly rare sub-variety. ($20.00) 

Hays 2. (S-19b) R-4. The Double Chin; Edge device of '94, VG-10. A rather attractive example, mottled 
in half-a-dozen shades of light and dark brown. The surface shows a few infinitesimal pit marks which 
certainly do not mar its appearance in the slightest. Almost Fine and a nice cent. Ex Hines coll. ($35.00) 

Hays 3. (5-18а) R-6. The other Double Chin; Edge device of '93. VG-8. This cent has several pit marks 
which have arranged themselves into a little group at the bottom of the reverse and in one or two spots 
upon the obverse. There are one or two other minor defects, but this coin would be Fine if it were evenl 
struck throughout and clean.

One of the finest 
pieces known and from the Hines coll. ($85.00) 
Hays 7. (5-49) R-2. The second Young Head. Obverse with broken die. This medium brown beauty .will rate 
AU-50, and is given exactly that grading on page 114 of the standard text. There are three unimportant 
defects, two of which are upon the reverse edge. This is another original Hays coin, which went in the 
Hays-Phelps sale as lot #7, and later was owned by C. H. Stearns. № reappeared as lot #23 of the 
Newcomb sale and realized a paltry $37.50.

Light and dark 
red color. A sharp and unblemished cent that misses perfection only from having weak denticles, as usual, 
upon the lower right reverse. This coin is misdescribed by Dr. Sheldon who confuses it with the Hays speci- 
men, which is the next lot. Ex Gilbert coll., 1910, lot #10; Granberg-Woodin, 1915, lot #92; Newcomb, 
1945, lot #26. This coin was sold to H.K.D. by the catalogers. It is pictured in the Gilbert-Elder (1910) 
edition of Hays, and in Chapman, both sides; the obverse is on Sheldon's Plate 8. A splendid and valuable 
addition to the finest collection. Plate. ($175.00) 
Hays 10. (5-51) R-5. Another, the extremely rare variety with a heavily broken obverse die. Strictly V. Fine 
with claims to Ex. Fine. Unfortunately, the obverse shows a few pit marks, and this coin can only be graded 
VF-30. Dark olive. А handsome cent with a particularly nice reverse. This is the original Hays specimen 
which later reappeared in the Pearl catalogue, lot #24. Choice and desirable, probably the finest known

It is indeed an odd coincidence, that the two perfect 
die specimens should also be the two finest known. This piece is light red and gray, the color probably result- 
ing from cleaning long ago. No blemishes are readily visible. A magnificent coin, and one of the most de- 
sirable in the entire collection when its rarity as a variety and a die state, together with its condition, are 
considered.

Hays 19. (S-41) R-4. Maris's Abrupt Hair variety. Almost VF-20. Dark brown. A nice clean coin with only 
one or two minute defects and a reverse rim bruise or so. The surface leaves a little to be desired, but this 
cent is far above average and unusually difficult to locate so. Ex Hines coll. ($37.50) 
Hays 20. (5-42) R-5. ("Possibly R-6''——Sheldon) Abrupt Hair; OF weak. EF-40. One of the five now known 
that equal or exceed VF-30, this is the second finest specimen extant. It is only exceeded by the Hall, Hays, 
Brand coin, AU-50, which we sold in our 34th sale and which was apparently unknown to Dr. Sheldon. 
The present piece is from the Newcomb sale, lot #37, and was obtained from Dr. Sheldon. It has the 
"planchet irregularity" mentioned by him, as well as а splendid olive surface with faint traces of lustre. 
The Hall, Hays, Brand cent realized $165.00 and we understand that $100.00 was offered for this piece, 
soon after the sale of the Newcomb collection. Ex. Rare. Plate. ($140.00) 
Hays 21. (S-26) R-2. Obverse ground down, meriting more than ever the Proskey designation of ''Severed 
Hairs.” AU-50. Light brown. The obverse is close to EF-40, as the denticles are weak at top and the surface 
has a few microscopic imperfections. The reverse has claims to MS-60, but is not well struck up due to 
heavy injuries from the obverse die and breaks. This is the original W. W. Hays specimen; it was lot #21 
of the Hays-Phelps coll., later owned by Virgil Brand and the St. Louis Stamp & Coin Co. Mr. Downing 
obtained it from B. G. Johnson. The obverse is illustrated on the Frossard-Hays Plate, 1893. A beautiful 
and numismatically valuable specimen of this popular variety. Plate. ($62.50) 
Hays 22. (S-25) R-2. Obv. as last; Maris's Separated Date. Better than VF-20. Dark brown. This cent is con- 
servatively graded as the obverse surface is slightly rough. There are a few other defects, mainly granular, 
but generally speaking, this is а choice example from a scarce die. It is а good match for the A.N.S. coin. 
This is the Pearl specimen, lot #40, and was purchased for $35.00. ($40.00) 
Hays 23. (5-28) R-3. Maris's “Ornate,” Proskey's “Nondescript.” A superb AU-50 specimen which would 
be MS-60, except for a very light blemish upon the neck, only visible in a certain light. There are one or 
two other defects of even lesser note. This cent has a magnificent light brown surface. The reverse is an 
unusually late die stage; the incusations are more extensive than mentioned by Sheldon. A truly thrilling 
coin to own. Ex B. Bluestone. Plate. ($85.00) 
Hays 23. (S-28) R-3. Another, like the last. F-15. This cent has claims to Very Fine, but there are many 
faint scratches in both the obverse and reverse fields. Mottled light and dark brown with one or two edge 
imperfections. The reverse incusations of the Liberty head are unusually strong. An original W. W. Hays 
cent, the edge marked H 17 in white paint. Far more desirable than the description implies. ($25.00) 
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Hays 24. (5-29) R-2. The "Ornate" with Tailed Reverse. EF-40. A remarkably choice example with the 
obverse die delicately cracked. The reverse is perfectly centered and struck, and is almost lustrous. Another 
Hays cent. This variety is not rare, but examples of this caliber are far from common. Plate. (50.00) 

Hays 25. (5-27) R-6. Maris's Egeria. One of the most difficult varieties to obtain in decent preservation, 
This is the third finest specimen extant, being exceeded only by the two AU-50 examples owned respectively 
by A.N.S. (Brand, Clapp colls.) and Dr. Sheldon, ex Hines. This piece has a very dark and somewhat pitted 
surface, but will easily grade F-15. We can safely predict that it will be many years before a better Hays 
25 will be offered. Ex. Rare. Plate. ($75.00) 

Hays 26. (5-32) R-1. The Venus Marina. The variety with a rim break over 11; the reverse broken as de- 
scribed. AU-50, with weak milling at the right, on both sides. A superb cent with lustrous steel and brown 
coloring. The original Hays specimen. This piece was in the Hays-Phelps sale, lot #26; Gilbert sale, lot 
#26; Granberg-Woodin, lot #108; Hines collection, and included with a number of his duplicates in the 
A.N.A. (Buffalo) Convention sale, 1947, as lot #802. It is illustrated in the Frossard-Hays (1893) and 
Gilbert-Elder (1910) references. $50.00 was paid for this fine and remarkable coin. Plate. ($55.00) 

Hays 27. (5-33) R-7. The "Venus Marina“ obverse, combined with the reverse that usually has six "wheel 
5роКе” breaks. Probably sixth, or perhaps fifth best of eight known specimens, this is the unique example 
mentioned by Dr. Sheldon (page 98), which does not have any of the die breaks. Obverse, Fair; the reverse 
is about G-5, and would be better were it not for the die swelling in the center, which is constant on reverse 
K of 1794. Mr. Downing graded this piece as G-4. It was in the Borcky collection, 1935, lot #388, and later 
went into the A.N.A. Convention sale, 1947, as lot #803, from where it was obtained by о.

Hays 28. (5-34) R-7. Same obverse as the last. Reverse, single berry left of bow. VG-7. This rare cent has 
a rough surface and a number of minor defects, including two or three obverse edge bruises. Light brown and 
steel. Ex H. C. Hines collection, out of the King-Gillette-French sale held by H. Chapman, 1927, lot #23. 
А desirable and quite acceptable specimen, as it is probably the third finest known. Ex. Rare. ($75.00) 

Hays 29. (S-35) R-6. Maris's Diana. The extremely rare sub-variety with a perfect obverse die. Strictly F- 12. 
Steel color. This choice cent does not have a blemish or a nick, just even wear and a slightly rough surface. 
About as attractive a cent for the condition as can be had. This is one of the finest known specimens and is 
an unusually desirable coin. Ex David Proskey and Hines colls. Plate. ($50.00) 

Hays 29. (5-35) R-6. Another, but from the broken obverse die. VG-10. Almost as desirable as the last, but 
with a reverse edge bruise, and some damage on the bruised spot. There are a few other minute imperfections, 
but this is still an excellent specimen. From the Borcky sale, 1935, lot #433, and the Hines coll. \ КОД

Hays 31. (5-36) R-6. Maris's Crowded Date. About a dozen examples are known in all, of which this AU-50 is 
unquestionably the second finest. |+ is only exceeded by the Clapp, A.N.S. piece, which, with this specimen, 
arrived from England in 1934. We consider this cent a shade superior to the Dr. French coin, now owned by 
Dr. Sheldon. Dark steel. A magnificent example of a great rarity with only the slightest defects. The finest 
available specimen. Plate. ($225.00) 

Hays 32. (S-63) R-3, The Fallen 4. Strictly EF-40. Well centered and struck with a beautiful, light brown 
surface. This is the original Hays coin, mentioned by Sheldon on pages 124-5. It was lot #32 in the Hays- 
Phelps collection; lot #48 in the Newcomb sale, and was purchased at the 1947 A.N.A. Convention sale as 
lot #805. It is pictured in Frossard-Hays, 1893. A choice example of a highly popular cent. Plate. ($60.00) 

Hays 33. (5-44) В-2. The Short Bust. Strictly EF-40, with strong claims to being almost AU-50. Light choco- 
late brown. A splendid specimen with the die breaks well advanced. Hardly rare, but an unusually nice 
example of a 1794 cent. Ex B. Bluestone. Plate. ($50.00) 

Hays 34. (S-43) R-2. The second Short Bust. EF-40. This is the first of a series of three of this variety, show- 
ing progression of the reverse break. Die break very light. Dark olive brown. А well centered and struck cent 
with a double profile. Unusually choice and desirable. Ex Hines coll. Plate. ($50.00) 

Hays 34. (S-43) R-2. Another, with break heavy. Almost EF-40. Dark brown. This coin is unusually well 
struck and centered, but has a number of old and minute obverse defects. These include three or four micro- 
scopic pit marks, only one of which, on the cap, is readily visible. A splendid cent, far superior to its descrip- 
tion.

Really VF-30, but has a number of minor defects, including a 
slight obverse edge nick; a light scratch from Liberty’s ear to jaw, and another minute nick at the triple leaf, 
upon the reverse.

Hays 39. (5-31) R-2. Second Marred Field. AU-50. A magnificent cent. Miss Liberty could repeat the biblical 
words of the Shulamite to King Solomon: “I am black, but beautiful" . . . without fear of contradiction. 
Very close to perfection indeed. Ex Virgil Brand coll. Plate. ($62.50) 

Hays 40. (S-39) R-7. Sprawled Ribbon Ends. Basal state, the edge hammered down, reducing the diameter 
about l/mm. Only nine pieces known in all. ($7.50) 
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Hays 41. (S-38) R-6. Third Marred Field. EF-40. This is the identical coin mentioned by Dr. Sheldon (page 
103), and is the finest available, and the second finest known. It is only exceeded by the Newcomb specimen, 
now in the A.N.S. collection and forever off the market. Dark brown. There are two serious nicks upon the 
outer edge and a few signs of handling. This cent came to Mr. Downing from the Hines collection, and has 
a record of $125.00. Previously, it was in the Gilbert (lot #41) and Granberg-Woodin (lot #126) collec- 
tions. The obverse is figured in the Gilbert-Elder edition of Hays, 1910. A splendid addition to any collection.

Hays 42. (S-40) R-6. Sprung Reverse Die. F-15. This cent has a rough, dark surface and would otherwise be 
VF-20.

Hays 43. (5-22) R-1. Maris's "Large Planchet,” Sheldon's “Bent Hair Lock Strictly EF-40. Medium brown. 
A rather early strike, as only the topmost “mound is at all developed. A really nice cent. ($40.00) 


Hays 44. (5-66) R-6. ("Almost an R-7'—-Sheldon) Maris's “Distant 1," Sheldon's “Split Pole." This steel 
and brown specimen is VG-8, and a pleasing coin for the condition. A few small edge bruises and two or 
three other minor defects do not really detract from its appearance. The obverse is almost VG-10, but the 
reverse is not nearly as good. However, when we realize that only five Fine or better pieces exist, and that 
three of them are in the A.N.S. collection, the importance of this V. Good example rises considerably.

The surface is superb, and the only defects we notice are a few 
minute nicks about the date, visible with a glass. Only the very highest part of the obverse shows any ap- 
preciable cabinet friction. This is either the third or fourth finest known, and is mentioned on the top of page

brown. An original Hays coin, later sold as lot #49 of the Charles Williams collection, Numismatic Gallery 
sale, Nov. 1950. It is decidedly rare in decent preservation, and like Hays 20, this variety may о. 

Hays 48. (5-46) R-2. Braided Hair; Crossed E reverse. Die breaks well advanced. EF-40. Strictly Extremely 
Fine, with everything that the word implies. This cent would be AU-50, except for several tiny corrosion 
marks, visible under a glass, mainly upon the reverse. Well centered and struck, a dark olive brown. This is 
lot #64 from the Newcomb collection. Uncommonly scarce so choice. Plate. ($55.00) 

Hays 49. (S-62) R-5. The Trephined Head. Variety with the heavy rim break behind the neck. Mr. Downing 
described this piece as Е-15. We feel it would be more accurate to call it almost VF-30, but with a roughened 
surface and a few light pit marks, particularly upon the obverse. Steel and light brown. Ex Hines coll. We 
wonder if this specimen is the piece that Dr. French once bought as “Uncirculated, but ред.” Very rare,

Hays 49. (S-62) R-5. Another, the very rare variety from a perfect obverse die. F-12. The obverse of this 
cent is clean and attractive. The reverse shows a number of minor defects, including two minute pit marks. 

A really rare and desirable coin that should be seen to be 
appreciated. Ex Hines coll. ($35.00) 

Hays 50. (5-69) R-4. (This and the next eight lots are listed in the Standard Catalog as "Head of ‘95.’’) 
Five Braided Locks, Small Circular Curl. EF-40. Dark brown. A splendid cent with nothing to mar its beauty 
but a minute reverse edge nick. This is the celebrated Dr. French specimen, mentioned by Dr. Sheldon on 
page 130, which was sold for $85.00 in 1945. Later, it appeared as lot #818 of the 1947 A.N.A. Convention 
sale. One of the finest known, and one of the rarest coins in the entire series in this preservation. Plate.

Hays 51. (S-70) R-2. Obverse, similar to last; Reverse, Triple Leaf under D. Usual broken obverse die. VF-30. 
Light olive and brown. Well centered and struck, free from any significant blemishes. A nice cent. ($37.50) 

Hays 51. (S-70) R-2. Another, but the finest of the three known specimens from a perfect obverse die. The 
A.N.S. has a VG-8 example and a Baltimore collector owns a Fair piece. This cent is the identical one 
mentioned by Sheldon on page 131— “Тһе other, from the Hines collection, is now in a New York cabinet.”

The obverse clearly shows that the engraver once more 
attempted to depict every hair, as on Hays 7 and 57. The die break is quite faint, showing as a buckle or 
crease in the lower half, and is almost invisible between the ear and nose. This coin is far superior to the 
Dr. French specimen which was sold for $205.00, some years ago.

Hays 55. (S-68) R-6. Another, the die break fairly heavy. VG-10. Fine obverse; worn reverse with a few 
minute defects. This variety was first described by Frossard and has been known as one of the Hays- 
Frossard discoveries. This is the original Hays coin, the "discovery" specimen. The edge is marked H NEW 
VARIETY DESCRIBED. Ex St. Louis Stamp & Coin Co. A highly interesting example of this rarity, that would 
not disgrace any cabinet. ($40.00) 

Hays 56. (S-72) R-2. The Exact Head of 1795. AU-50, with some claims to MS-60. Olive steel color. Well 
centered and struck, almost completely free of blemishes. Both the obverse and reverse dies are broken as 
described. There are incusations upon both sides, particularly under IB and at eye, and within the wreath. 
Ex St. Louis Stamp & Coin Co. A beauty, and one of the finest extant. Plate. ($65.00) 

Hays 57. (S-50) R-6. The Gilbert variety. Maris 58, not known to Hays, but erroneously illustrated in Fros- 
sard's 1879 Monograph as the variety later called Hays 7. EF-40. Light olive and russet. A splendid cent 
with two or three minute defects, including a small nick at | in LIBERTY. According to Mr. Downing, Dr. 
Sheldon described this piece as VF-30 in error. Careful investigation indicates that it is the finest available 
specimen, and second only to the Hines, Clapp, A.N.S. example, now forever off the market. The Miller, 
Newcomb cent is somewhat sharper, but has a large and deep obverse planchet defect from the pole to the 
edge.

Most authorities agree that the reeded edge cents were experimental pieces. They were probably made late in December, 1795, 
prior to the change to a plain edge cent. Since the Pattern Birch Cents of 1792, all of the Mint's copper coins had some kind 
of an edge device, as do our silver and gold to this day, and probably for the same reason. When it became apparent that 
the retention of a lettered edge would not be feasible on thin planchet coins, the Mint authorities presumably looked about 
for alternatives, being conditioned to the presence of some edge inscription or device. Since the Cent and Eagle were of the 
same diameter, we feel it is only logical to assume that they tried reeding the edges of cent planchets. Why the experiment 
was abandoned, after striking only a few Patterns, is not easy to explain. Possibly, it was a realization that the then under- 
weight cents no longer needed such protection as reeding, as they did when they contained a cent's worth of copper. 

This variety has been known since 1862, when one brought $2.50 in the Lilliendahl sale. It was listed by McGirk (6A) as a 
plain edge variety, and the same error occurs in the W. B. Guy collection catalogue, 1911. The wonder is that no one gave

it any publicity before Clapp. There is an error on Sheldon’s plate of this rarity. He shows the correct obverse muled with 
Rev. "S" of 1796 (Double Leaf under О in OF). It should have been Rev. “U” as on Plate 17. (Correctly illustrated in the 
Standard Catalog.)

The Unique Lettered Edge Jefferson Cent

There are a number of file marks where weakly struck upon the 
reverse. This piece was lot #286 in the Newlin sale, Haseltine, 1883; lot #271 in the Maris 
sale, Henkels, 1886; and was later owned by W. C. Newcomer and H. Hines. The latter pur- 
chased it from Macallister for $400.00 in 1935. This is probably the rarest and most interesting 
Large Cent. There are many good reasons which lead us to believe that this piece will eventually 
be recognized as one of the major rarities in the U.S. series. It is the prize offering in this 
collection, and our estimate is only a rough guess of its real value. Coins of far less rarity and 
historical import, have sold for much more. Absolutely unique. Plate. ($1,250.00) 


This coin, as well as the commoner plain edge Jefferson Cents, acquires a new interest in view of R. H. Williamson's 
suggestion, that they are Patterns for a "Contract" coinage, made by one John Harper. 

Harper was responsible for some of the New Jersey Cents. He was also instrumental in the striking of the Peter Getz 
(1792 Washington) Half Dollars. If the latter had been accepted by the government, he would have been Chief Coiner. 
It is a historical fact that т 1795, there was renewed agitation to abolish the Mint, the idea being that we should have 
proceeded on a contract coinage basis, exactly as the U. S. had done in 1787 with the Fugios. lt is also a fact, that 
John Harper, the New Jersey coiner and Trenton sawmaker, made some dies and struck impressions as samples of his 
work. He hoped to be awarded the coinage contract, as Jarvis had been awarded it in 1787. The clamor for abolition 
of the Mint finally blew over, and after Elias Boudinot became Director, he learned that Harper still had his dies. 
Boudinot took them into the Mint, thinking it improper that a private individual should retain them. He later induced 
Congress to reimburse Harper for them, and the legislature voted $100.00 for that purpose. 

The Jefferson Cents have long been a fascinating enigma. Most of the information outlined here can be found in the 
“History of the First United States Mint—lts People and Its Operations," by Frank Н. Stewart, 1924. A careful analysis 
of that scarce book, and general research concerning the period in question, leads us to believe that the Jefferson Cents 
were definitely the identical patterns made by Harper. 


The time element fits perfectly, and there are no other pieces known to us that could have b Ч 
Moreover, it is logical to assume that Harper would have conformed in his devices and legende о қарар amps 
Mint acts of 1792-3, and the Jeffersons do just that. Again, it is pretty obvious that they are not Mint products, but 
neither are they counterfeits. They are well struck pieces of good copper and full weight, which a counterfeit couldn't 
be. The profit on counterfeiting cents would have to be either from low costs or wide distribution. These coins bear no 
evidence of either. The only remaining possibility is that they are Harper's samples.

Mason's Coin & Stamp Magazine, December, 1867, maintains that the change from Liberty Cap to "Fillet Head" Cents, in 
1796, occurred in July. This estimate agrees independently with the conclusions published in the Coin Collector's Journal in 
1951, that the 109,825 cents of the second quarter were Liberty Caps, and the 363,375 made after July were the first Draped 
Busts.

It is definitely superior to the famous “Abbey” specimen, also УҒ-30, 
which was listed in the Pearl catalog as "Extremely Fine" at $900.00, and is now owned by a 
New York collector. We consider the piece at hand a remarkable example, and well worth a good 
price. With the values of famous cents constantly advancing, any amount paid for a coin of this 
caliber is a good investment.

It is common knowledge that cents were not struck bearing this date. However, during the latter part of the last century, this in- 
formation was disputed and an "Almost Uncirculated" specimen of the 1815 Cent made the rounds. This coin rapidly became 
famous, and many references to it can be found in early catalogs, from 1863 on. Still later, another well made alteration appeared, 


and both masterpieces became legendary in numismatic circles. Homer Downing highly prized each of these historical pieces, and they 
ore offered herewith for what they are.

The H. K. Downing Collection of U. S. Large Cents (Continued) 
THE LATE DATE CENTS, 1816-1857 


The Large Cents struck from 1816 to the last year of the series, 1857, are popularly known as the "Late Date" 
Coppers. In 1881 (second edition 1883), Frank Andrews of Vineland, N. J., published a small monograph entitled 
THE UNITED STATES COPPER CENTS, 1816-1857. This remarkably thorough work listed some 396 varieties, 
of which 5 are definitely unknown. It was later reprinted, upon several occasions, with ‘’Additions.’’ It remained 
the accepted standard until 1944, when Howard R. Newcomb published his mammoth text under the same title. 
Newcomb's efforts deserve high praise and recognition, yet due credit must remain with Andrews. The former added 
only 39 varieties from 1817 to 1839, and 168 from 1840 to 1857. The total of 603 varieties include many duplications, 
particularly after 1840, where broken die states, slight retouchings, or even irregular strikings have been numbered 
and included. Newcomb neglected to provide a precise or quantitative scale of rarity listings, an oversight deplored 
by many collectors 

Homer Downing did not really collect late date cents. He acquired many of them, but only retained those he liked 
for some specific reason. He had a high regard for "Proof" Cents, knowing full well of their excessive rarity and high 
desirability. The Proofs offered are mainly from the Henry Hines collection, and are authentic in every respect. 

In the course of studying the "Old Red Cents," H.K.D. formulated a listing of rarity and basal values for the 
late dates. This was based upon the system employed by Dr. Sheldon. Aware of the interest in such information, we 
are including it, together with additions and corrections. However, in several instances, pieces in top condition—i.e. 
Mint State, bring in excess of their book value. This is due to a heavy demand for types and dates, out of proportion 
to the actual rarity of the coins involved. On the other hand, many rare die varieties sell for less than their stipulated 
value, due to a limited demand, the result of a serious lack of factual information. Increased interest in die varieties 
will eventually tend to balance the situation, as it has to a great extent with the series, 1793-1814. 

Proof Cents cannot be measured by any formula. Too few appear, and many are just about "Non-Collectible." 
Like all rarities, they are worth whatever the serious collector wishes to pay for them. 

Information regarding the dates after 1839 is not given in table form, but we offer a few interesting notes 
at the end of the listing.

The Excessively Rare Small Date Cent of 1848 


2207 Obverse. The figures in the date are much smaller than on any of the regular issues. The numeral 
1 has a flat top; 84 almost touch each other; 4 without crossbar at end of horizontal; point 
of curl under bust does not turn down towards 8; shape of head differs from all Liberty heads; 
the nose is straight and heavy; stars smaller, the eighth, tenth and twelfth being badly formed. 
Reverse. All letters are differently formed, and are widely spaced. The letters in ONE CENT 
are taller, and not uniformly placed; NT below CE; right base of T rests upon a leaf. The die 
work is especially crude on the leaves at lower right of wreath, and at junction of wreath and 
stem.

The above described example was the “Discovery” piece. It supposedly first appeared іп the J. М. T. Levick sale of 

May 29, 1865. Six years later, it was in the Edward Cogan sale of Nov. 13, 1871. At that time, it was believed pur- 

chased directly by Lorin С. Parmelee, in whose collection it was sold as lot #1196, and illustrated at the bottom of 

Plate 10. Later, it reappeared as lot #251 in the Peter Mougey collection, sold by T. L. Elder, September, 1910. In that 

catalog, it can be found illustrated on Plate XIX. Elder withdrew it from the sale, and the cent finally went into the 

collection of David Proskey. Henry C. Hines purchased it from him, and Homer Downing obtained it from Hines. The 
second known specimen appeared in the Spring of 1939. It was discovered by B. Max Mehl in the W. B. Hale collection, 

and is presumably still owned by Mr. Mehl. Authorities consider it the finest extant. The third piece was discovered a 

few months later, and for forty years had laid in the cabinet of Dr. W. E. Chapman. Through the efforts of J. G. 

MacAllister, it found its way into the George H. Clapp collection, and is now in the A.N.S. The fourth specimen was 


unearthed in 1940, and went into the Newcomb collection. It was sold in 1945, and is now the property of a famous 
Philadelphia numismatist.

It is certain that they are the only coins of the period 
which follow exactly the letter of the (Senate) Act which was revised into the Law of April, 1792, establishing the Mint. It is 
oddly coincidental, that the edge ornamentation of the Copper piece should closely resemble the edges of the regularly issued 
Dollars and Halves of 1794. Likewise, a close resemblance may be noted between the reverse design of both specimens and 
the "Heraldic Eagle" type of the regular issues, struck a few years later.

his head-dress was three upright eagle feathers. However, when this portrait was tried on the design of the note, the feathers 
projected too high to look well. A Pawnee war bonnet was procured from the National Museum, but the Indian refused to 
pose with it, as it belonged to a rival tribe. The bonnet was posed on an employee of the Engraving division and photo- 
graphed; was cut out and placed on the photograph of ‘Running Antelope’ (correct name), and engraved in November, 1889. 
The Indian was a member of the Uncpapa or Hunkpapa Sioux.’

It is with considerable pleasure that we present herewith a collection that illustrates various designs and ideas which, in appear- 
ance and execution, are often superior to the coins approved and accepted for regular circulation. We consider this series to be of 
extraordinary interest and only regret that a scientific reference is not available. It is indeed unfortunate that Adams and Woodin's 
UNITED STATES PATTERN, TRIAL AND EXPERIMENTAL PIECES is considered little more than a confused and incomplete listing. 
However, it is our understanding that one, and possibly even two, works are in the offing, both of which will break down the entire series 
in a sensible manner. The rapidly increasing popularity of the Silver Dollar series, when combined with the publication of adequate 
reference works, will do much to increase the demand for these magnificent coins. 1 | 

This offering of sixty different varieties is comparable only to the selection from the Woodin collection, sold publicly in New 
York during January 1942, and the coins from the Fred E. Olsen collection, sold by B. M. Mehl in November 1944. 

The A.W. numbers are included for purposes of identification only. We include any pertinent information that is available to us. 
The values following each lot represent U. S. Pattern coin prices based upon the 1950 list prepared by Col. James W. Curtis. When 
combined with our own records, they indicate the average price at which each piece was sold or offered during the years 1946-49.

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LESHER OR REFERENDUM DOLLARS 
THE FINEST AND LARGEST COLLECTION EVER OFFERED IN NUMISMATIC HISTORY 


The Property of O. K. Rumbel, Mission, Texas 


Probably not again in fifty years will this rare opportunity afford itself to the wise and farsighted collector. 
The private Silver Dollars made by Joseph Lesher of Victor, Colorado, have always been eagerly sought after, and their 
auction records attest to their popularity and dignity of price. Of between two and three thousand pieces struck, 
all too many have found their way to the melting pot ог to the depositories of the non-numismatists. 


In the national campaigns of 1896 and 1900, Lesher was an advocate of the free coinage of Silver. His idea 
of a private silver coin issue, as a commercial enterprise, seems to have stemmed from Colorado’s endorsement of 
free silver coinage at a ratio of sixteen to one. Apparently, he believed that the people of his state, and of other parts 
of the country, wanted and would have used more metal dollars had they been supplied. The name "Referendum" was 
given to the pieces, as Lesher referred his product to the people for acceptance, or rejection, as a medium of exchange. 


The coins themselves are all octagonal in shape, so as to avoid confusion with the official issues. They were of 
popular size and value, guaranteed to be redeemed by the issuer, and clearly marked as to their quality and price. 
All were issued with a plain edge, and the composition was Silver .950 Fine, alloyed with Copper. Each bore a number, 
with a very few exceptions, but it is established that a regular system of numbering was not maintained, and that the 
numbers do not indicate the relation of one series to another, or have any accurate relation to the amounts issued, 
either in respect to varieties or for the series as a whole. It is believed that Lesher designed the pieces himself, as one 
of his die cutters later remarked that the work was performed under instructions as to detail. 

The earliest issues, dated 1900, contain one ounce of “Coin Silver" and have the novel denomination of $1.25. 
The dies for the very first emission were seized by the Government authorities. Mr. Lesher took the matter up with 
Senator Teller, and the local U.S. District Attorney, finally having his arguments brought to Washington. The 
Secretary of the Treasury was cool to the idea, but agreed, that on condition of certain changes in the inscriptions, 
there would be no further official interference. This however, did not fully prove to be the case, and Lesher had his 
scheme both patented and copyrighted. He had a mistaken idea that this maneuver licensed his effort, and would 
eliminate continuing Government interest. 

Lesher began with the idea that he would issue and redeem his own coinage. As this proved impractical, he made 
an arrangement with A. B. Bumstead, a local merchant, who agreed to redeem the Referendum Dollars in merchandise 
or money. Bumstead's name was cut into the die of the second issue, and his deal with Lesher worked out quite well. 
It is believed that one thousand pieces were made for the use of the Victor Grocer, and though dated 1900, they were 
manufactured and used as late as any of the series. 


Late in 1900, Lesher toyed with the proposal to have banks handle his product. A Pattern piece was designed 
and struck, upon which a bank's name could be punched. In proposing the suggestion that his coins could be redeemed 
"At Any Bank," he was really inviting further trouble with Uncle Sam. As this occurred at a time when Bumstead was 
doing quite well, the idea was dropped. 


In 1901, the situation was reviewed by the Victor Coiner, and he commenced an entirely new issue. The weight 
size and price of his wares were reduced. His coins were made the weight of the Standard Dollar, and they had the 
price (or value) of $1.00. They employed a suggestion conceived with the “Bank” type of having a blank field, upon 
the obverse, for business imprint. The imprints were to be punched in after the coins were struck. Mr. Lesher had 
a large quantity made, and held them for stock. From time to time, he dipped into this inventory, and sold various 
quantities to different merchants and firms. The price averaged .80 or .85 each. They were either stamped to order 
or the issuer placed his own name upon them. It was intended that they would circulate on the basis of the Bumstead 
plan. Lesher, when interviewed in 1914, could not recollect what disposition he had made of his remaining supply 
of blank or “Stock” pieces. It is known that Boyd Park, a Denver Jeweler, had an interest in the remainder, and it is 
supposed that he may have reduced them to bullion. ; 


A limited number of business people cooperated with Joseph Lesher. Most of them only issued a few pieces, and 
others merely played with them, imprinting or engraving only samples. The Referendums were accepted as money 
in Cripple Creek, Colorado City, Colorado Springs, Victor, and most likely, even in Denver. They also had limited 
circulation in Pueblo, but in some places their only use was as trade premiums, or as items for sale as novelties 


Lesher gave up the idea after losing interest, and after reaching the conclusion his operations could not be 
a financial success. His coins circulated, as many are found badly worn, but few ever returned for redemption. 


A few years after the private coining activity ceased, Victor, and the surroundin territor 
by many prominent numismatists. Messrs. C. W. Cowell, Н. О. Mann, Judson р E E и. a galls 
a special effort to locate specimens. The Brenner and Briggs collections became the most complete but the late 
Farran Zerbe brought together fourteen different types, after purchasing examples from both. The Zerbe collection i 
now in the American Numismatic Society, and is forever off the market. Р 

In 1917, Mr. Zerbe published a most complete and authoritative article concerni i

The use of the word "Medal," upon the reverse of the Imprint type, was undoubtedly official influence making itself felt. 

Lesher called his products coins, and considered them mediums of exchange. Mr. Zerbe called No. 5 fourth, in order of rarity. 

We agree with him, and are quite sure the variety is a Rarity 5 item.

J. M. Slusher was a Cripple Creek grocer, and according to Zerbe's account of his conversations with Lesher, had less than five 
hundred pieces. Mr. Zerbe only knew this variety to be numbered from 49 to 248, but others have appeared. The Cowell 
collection had a No. 4, and a No. 542. The No. 11 and No. 249 above, were unknown to F.Z. This is the second commonest 
type, and can be called a low Rarity 3 item.

Cohen was a Victor Jeweler, and evidently did not handle many Referendums. Zerbe only knew of three examples, and includ- 
ing the above, we have only located five or six.

Of the greatest interest 
and value. From the Roach collection, 1944, at $105.00. Plate. 

Another. Zerbe #11. No. 18. Very Good. Slightly mishandled. Equal to the Cowell, Briggs, Zerbe example, 
now in the A.N.S. collection. Excessively rare. 

Farran Zerbe, in 1917, considered the Alexander imprint the rarest in the series. He only knew of the first Cowell specimen, 

which he later obtained for his own collection. We only know of two others, in addition to the Roach and Zerbe pieces. One 

was No. 31, and was sold with the Cowell collection in 1923. The other is the second listed above. The Salida Jeweler is 
quoted by Mr. Zerbe as saying that he "obtained from Joseph Lesher, Victor, Colo., fifty of the Referendum Dollars in March 


1902, paying forty dollars for them; all of them were received stamped to my order as the one described, and numbered 
from ] to 50. Have none on hand and do not know where they are located." A Rarity 8 type. 


Zerbe No. 12. Same as No. 5, engraved GOODSPEEDS & CO./26 PIKES PEAK AVE. No. 1027. The number 
is punched, not engraved. Abt. Uncirculated. A nicely toned example of an extreme rarity. Not in the 
Cowell collection. To our knowledge, only one other available specimen exists. Plate. 


Goodspeeds & Co. were Jewelers of Colorado Springs. They experimented with Leshers by engraving a few, expecting later to 
have some stamped. In all, three examples are known to us. No. 1015, the Briggs, Zerbe piece, is now in the collection of the 
A.N.S. The Roach specimen was No. 27, and we do not know its present whereabouts. Rarity 8. 


Zerbe No. 13. Same as No. 5, but stamped J. E. NELSON & CO./HOLOREGE, NEB. The Rumbel collection 
lacks this variety, which was unknown to Farran Zerbe when he prepared his excellent article on the sub- 
ject. The only known example is very badly worn, and was presented to the A.N.S. by Mr. Zerbe in 1947. 
It is No. 31, and is presumed unique. 
Zerbe No. 14. Same as No. 5, but stamped W. F. WHITE MERC. CO/GRAND JCT COLO. No. 2. Very 
Fine. A nice coin, with a few unimportant defects, and a partly iridescent surface. Ex Roach collection. 
Considered the only available specimen extant. Plate. 


The above described item is technically unique, as the imprint is in small letters, and entirely different from that on the only 
other known example. The Zerbe piece, now in the A.N.S., was stamped from an entirely different punch. W. F. White & Co.

UNITED STATES SILVER DOLLARS 
1795 - 1803 


The Property of O. K. Rumbel, Mission, Texas 


Capt. J. W. Haseltine, a pioneer Philadelphia dealer, sold his collection of Dollars, 1795 to 1803, at auction sale on Nov. 28, 29 
and 30, 1881. His catalog of that sale, known as the "Type Table," was the first attempt to describe early dollars according to die 
varieties. Over the years, his listing became a standard reference and often sold as high as $35.00. In 1927, B. Max Mehl reprinted 
Haseltine with additions. A few years ago, M. Н. Bolender, the noted dealer of Freeport, IIl., now retired, decided to revise and rewrite 
the Early Silver Dollar section of the "Type Table." Recently, Mr. Bolender published "THE UNITED STATES EARLY SILVER DOLLARS 
FROM 1794 to 1803." This book is now the standard authority and the following lots are based upon the Bolender descriptions. The in- 
tense interest, stimulated by a new book on the subject, has uncovered new varieties and information. While several of the coins listed 
below are in an outstanding state of preservation, this collection is voluable primarily for the large number of varieties offered, many 
of which are quite rare. 

3089 1795. B-1. Bust with flowing hair to r., resembling the head of 1794. Wide date spaced 1795. Rev. Two 
leaves under each wing of the eagle. Slightly better than Fine. Has a reverse edge bruise, otherwise a clean 
and attractive coin. Cost $30.00. 

3090 1795. B-1. Another. Strictly Fine. A beautifully centered and evenly worn example. Well worth $25.00. 

3091 1795. B-1. Another. Very Good. Has a minor defect in the left obverse field. Nice even wear. 

3092 1795. B-2. Flowing hair. Similar to the preceding, but with the 95 in date closer together than the other 
figures. Minute diagonal bar in field close to inner point of the 4th star. Rev. Same as B-1; two leaves 
under each wing. The obverse is V. Good and comparatively sharp; the reverse is only Good to V. Good. 
Usual minor handling defects. Said to be worth $20.00. 

3093 1795. B-5. Flowing hair. The variety that can be readily identified by a diagonal bar in the left obverse field 
close to the uppermost curl. Rev. Three leaves under each wing of the eagle. Ex. Fine. The left side of 
the obverse, in particular, shows file marks which were done at the mint to correct planchet weight. This 
sharp, well struck coin also has a number of small defects, including a minute reverse edge nick. Similar 
examples have sold as high as $85.00. This specimen cost $65.00, many years ago. 

3094 1795. B-5. Another. About Ex. Fine. Not quite as sharp as the preceding, but a splendid coin with consider- 
able mint lustre. Boldly struck with well defined borders. Minute nick in the upper part of the obverse 
field. A highly desirable specimen, said to have cost $60.00. 

3095 1795. B-5. Another. Claims to Ex. Fine. Another choice example, almost the equa! of the last. Well centered 
with a partly toned, lustrous surface. Has a few infinitesimal imperfections, many of which are manu- 
facturing defects. This piece, like the two preceding, is superior to the Bolender specimen which was de- 
scribed as Very Fine and slightly scratched. Originally cost $60.00 and so marked. 

3096 1795. B-5. Another. Fine, though bought as Very Fine. Few minute defects so common upon these large, 
heavy coins. This piece is also marked $60.00 which seems entirely too high. 

3097 1795. B-5. Another. About Fine. This dollar also has a few unimportant defects. Worth $25.00 so. 

3098 1795. B-9. Small bust with flowing hair. This obverse (Same as B-3 & B-11) is often called the “Head 
of 1794"' because of two low and thick curls. The third curl from the top turns downward. Rev. Same as 
B-4, with two leaves under each wing. Fine. Has an odd planchet defect through the Y of LIBERTY. 
Rarity 5. V. Rare. Valued by Bolender at $50.00. 

3099 1795. B-10. Flowing hair. Obverse identical to B-1. Rev. This rare die can be distinguished by two berries 
on the outside of wreath, at right, between the end of eagle's wing and the ribbon bow. There are two 
leaves under each wing of the eagle. Fine to Very Fine. An attractive, evenly toned coin. The Bolender 
specimen was only Fine and realized $85.00 in the sale of his collection on February 23rd last. Rarity 6. 
Ex. Rare. Undoubtedly one of the finest known examples and worth a good price. Plate. 

3100 1795. B-12a. Flowing hair, in six curls, the lowest of which passes through a point of the first star and 
continues to right, ending in a sharp point. Vertical die crack extending from bust downward through 7 of 
date to border. Rev. Three leaves under each wing. Thirteen berries. Fine to V. Fine. Rarity 7. Until now, 
this variety was considered unique. The discovery piece was Bolender's own, and was sold with his collec- 
tion on Feb. 23rd last. It was previously lot #807 in the famed Stickney sale, 1907, where it was 
cataloged as Good. This example is far superior to the Stickney-Bolender specimen which realized $110.00. 
Excessively rare, the finest known example. Plate.

3103 1795. B-15. Draped bust, similar to preceding, but well centered. Rev. Also similar to the foregoing. Fine

Slight 
defects. Rarity 5. Valued by Bolender at $40.00. Very rare. 

1799/98. B-2. Weak die flaw at left base of E. Rev. Die break from border down through curved part of D 
in UNITED. Fine. Two slight defects, one on each side. Rarity 4. A clear and popular overdate. Well worth 
$30.00.

This curious piece has long been associated with Dana Bickford. Actua!ly, it was designed and struck by Nicholas Veeder of 
Pittsburgh, Pa. The dies were by Heeren Bros., of the same city. № was issued as a practical illustration of a cometallic coin- 
age, proposed by Veeder in a booklet published in 1885. A copy of the latter, in the cataloger's library, bears the title 
“Cometallism: A Plan for combining Gold and Silver in Coinage, for uniting and blending their values in Paper Money, and for 
establishing a Composite Single Standard Dollar of Account." Contemporary comments branded both the unofficial pattern 
and the idea "A version of the Goloid dream." Dr. Wright quoted Ed Frossard, an early dealer, as stating that only three were 
struck, the dies yielding "on the third impression."
